Cook County Truck Sales : 
In 10 Months Top All 1927

HICAGO, Nov. 14.—Cook county truck dealers and dis- 
tributors are nearing the end of a record year for all 
time in sales. Registrations for ten months this year are 


in excess of the entire twelve months of 1927. 

Up to the first of November 6,900 ——-——- -— 
new trucks had been registered as 
compared with 6,686 for all of 1927. 
For ten months last year there were 
6,158 registrations. 

Much of the gain is largely due 
to the re-entry on a volume scale 
of the Ford into the market. Chev- 
rolet also has contributed much to 
the total. The latter leads the list 
for the ten months with 2,054, 
while Ford is second with 937. 

Last year in November there were 
287 total registrations and in Decem- 





ber 241. Ford last month had 217, 
with a waiting list indicating that 
registrations of this make alone 
should closely approach the figures 
of last year for the final two months. 

Ford led the list last month and 
tied for first with Chevrolet in Sep- 
tember, Prior to that period Chev- 
rolet led each month by very sub- 
stantial figures. A compsrison of

Total for October 
1,062 as Against 
733 One Year Ago

ALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, 
{ Nov. 14.—A _ total of 
1,062 new car registrations 
was reported for Utah at the 
state capitol in October, as 
compared with 733 for the 
corresponding month of last 
year and with 1,372 for Sep- 
tember. 

For the first ten months of the 
year a total of 11,571 cars was regis- 
tered, as compared with 9,483 for the 
first ten months of 1927. 

Fifty different makes of cars were 
represented in the October registra- 
tions, as compared with 43 in Octo- 
ber, 1927. The new Ford is partly 
responsible for the increase in the 
number of registrations this fall over 
last year’s. October's registrations 


showed a total of 279 Fords, as com- | 
pared with but 7 for the correspond- | 


ing month of 1927. 

The Ford is now leading the Chev- 
rolet in Utah. While 279 Fords were 
listed during October, there were 
only 236 Chevrolets. Next to the 
Chevrolet in October's registrations 
in Utah and claiming third place 
came the Essex with 59. 

In dollar volume, the automobile 
business in Utah is about the same 
as it was a year ago.

Short Measure 


N a recent survey conducted by the American Automobile 

Association the very regrettable fact was disclosed that 
the motoring public is annually fleeced out of some 100,- 
000,000 gallons of motor fuel by short-measure artists 
operating gasoline pumps. Last year there were in opera- 
tion in this country a total of 317,000 fuel stations and 
604,000 pumps. Somewhere in this army there were dis- 
honest operators taking toll of motorists who came to them 
for fuel supplies. 

At the present time there are eight states which have 
bureaus specifically formed to check up on the measuring 
machinery at gas stations and pumps. Inspectors in these 
states go from station to station and make accurate tests 
of the fuel-measuring equipment. A number of other states 
have passed laws providing for such tests, but have not 
appropriated funds to carry. on the work, which means that 
in the meanwhile motor vehicle users in these states are 
without protection. 

We hate to suggest passing any more laws (we have a 
magnificent superfluity of these now), but certainly every 
state should protect its citizens in this matter of short 
measure and certainly the motor vehicle operators of 
every state pay enough in taxes and fees to provide for the 
not very expensive machinery of periodic and accurate 
testing of fuel-measuring devices. Organizations of all 
kinds in the automotive field should force this issue.
